JOINT REPORT OF EXECUTIVE BOARD AND MISSIONARY 


Dear Brethren: On February 5, 1902, Rey. St. Clair Lawrence, our

In his stead I, as Chairman of the Executive Board, and as acting mis- 


sionary in the Tippah Association under the board, present a joint report 


of the work of the board and missionary 


The board held its first meeting in September, soon after its appoint- 


ment With almost the entire membership of the board present, we 


transacted the following business 
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1. Arranged for the publication of the Assoc iational Worker accord- 
ing to the order of the Association. The contract was let to the Wilson 
Bros., of the New Standard Publishing Company, Blue Mountain, Miss., 
they to furnish material and publish 800 copies per month, at $8 1-3 per 
issue. Rey. J. R. Carter was re-elected editor, to give his servie-s fre» 
of charge, and Rey. St. Clair Lawrence was elected associate editor and 
business manager, at a salary of $50 per annum, which position ‘he filled 
acceptably until a month before his death. 

2, Owing to the weak and pastorless condition of some of our 
churches, and some destitution in the bounds of our Association, your 
hoard, after due consideration, decided to put a missionary in the field, 
whose duty it would be to work among the churches mr the better 
organization and moye systematic effort in their work. Rev. J. R. Carter 
was chosen for this work, at a salary of $300, to whom has been committed 
largely the management of the affairs of the board. 


Rerorr or J. R. Carrer, Missionary. 


| began my work Detober 3, soon after my appointment. My ‘first 
effort was to visit the pastorless churches and arrange for them to have 
regular preaching by a regularly installed pastor. With the help of Rev. 
J. L. Wilson, who took charge of Lebanon Church, also Pleasant Hill, 
Tippah,.1 was enabled by December 12 to arrange for all our pastorless 
churches to have regular pastors. Rev. J. D. Morton accepted a call 
from Chewalla Church, the board agreeing, through its missionary, to 
supplement his salary $15, the church agreeing to pay $35. 

| accepted the care of the little Oak Grove Church without help from 
the beard, in connection with my Ashland work, giving them Saturday 
and Saturday night appointments. 1 took this call because I felt that 
the board could not afford to assume further financial obligations. 

At New Wrospect $50 was raised in pledges to pay a pastor, and 
Brother J. A. Autry was called to the care of the church, but the arrange- 
ment failed to materialize, and the church was without preaching until 
May, since which time | have been supplying as missionary pastor. 

We held in August a four days’ meeting, during which the ehurch 
was somewhat revived, two being received by letter, and a subscription 
of over $40 was raised to pay a pastor for the ensuing year. 

I feel that this church is very much needed in this section, and hope 
that some good pastor may he induced to:take the work and build up the 
church. 

I have visited several other churches in an effort to stimulate them 
along missionary and other lines of Christian work. The work has been 
diffieult and not so fruitful as | had hoped, on account of the straitene? 
and demoralized condition of our people, occasioned by the failure in 
crops for two years past. 

| have done some evangelistic work with some of our weak churches 
and in destitute sections where there were no churches. I have held three 
meetings at school -houses in which there were nineteenth ag with 
many others very much interested, some of whom, I learn, have since made 
profession of religion. 
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There is great need of evangelistic work in the bounds of the Associ- 
ation. There is great need for some of our weaker churches to disband 
and unite with churches reasonably convenient to them. to build up 
stronger churches, and three or four of these combined to locate a live, 
active pastor in their midst, and then for these pastors to look after the 
destitute communities adjacent to them 


SUMMARY OF WorRK 


Besides supplying three churches regularly, and editing The Associa- 
tional Worker, I have in the missionary field traveled 835 miles. prewched 
%t sermons, made 50 visits for religious purposes, distributed 1,500 pages 
of tracts, given 57 days in actual service, and collected on the field. State 
Missions, $39.56: Foreign Missions, $7.69. Total, $47.25

REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


The word missionary means “one sent,” and in this sense Jesus ‘“hrist 
was God’s great Missionary to this world. 

And Jesus said to his disciples: “As the Father hath sent me into 
this world, so I send you into the world :” therefore, all of his disciples 
are missionaries. 

As the Son of man came to séek and to save the lost, so his disciples 
are\sent forth into all the world to seek and to save the lost. 

We believe that it is the duty of every disciple to preach, either 
directly or indirectly, the gospel to every creature, and we believe this 
duty was imposed upon us by Jesus Christ, to whom we are personally 
responsible; and feeling that this duty is fearfully neglected by many, 
we earnestly recommend that every pastor and minister within our bounds 
preach frequently during the year to their respective churches upon the 
subject of Foreign Missions and take up a collection and forward whatever 
amount is collected to Brother Berry, who will see that it reaches its proper 
destination. The report of the Foreign Board shows the following encour- 
aging results: 

We had. last year.1,439 baptisms. This is by far the largest number 
of any year in our history. Let us pray God for 2,000 this year. The 
receipts of the board went up to $173,439.49. The largest amount ever 
received heretofore was $156,083.33 for the previous year. Let us pray 
God to open our hearts, so that we shall give $200,000 this year. We sent 
out twenty new missionaries and six more are under appointment and will 
sail soon.

from a rented room in which the orphanage was opened in 













1897, we went to a cottage 1 North Jackson to escape the yellow fever. 
[In 1898 the Moore & Burford cottages were built and soon filled to over 
flowing In 1899 the George Muller cottage was built. and in the latter 
part of 1899 all rent ceased Until September, 1900, the children went te 
the public schools of- Jackson, but since that time school has been taught 
forty weeks in the year at the orphanage. Passing on to 1901-2 Jennings 
Hall was built, which gave room in all for about 125 children. Advancing 
from $20 per acre, the $112 acres of land is now worth $100 an aer The 
















total valuation of buildings, land, etc.. is $34,000. 





The receipts for the five vears have been in cash $36,000. The cash

age than you will ordinarily get from a man or woman of 40 or 59 Years 
who has had no Sunday school training. Christ said: “Search the Seript 
ures, for in them ve think ve have eternal life, and they are thev which 
testify of me.” No one, saint or sinner, can doubt that this is ‘true. 
Then will'vou or not neglect the study of the grandest Book of ¢.1. the 
ages? To those who honestly and earnestly seek to know the revealed 
will of God the Bible is the only Book. To those who would find the 
purest diction, the noblest thought. the grandest sentiment, we can eom- 
mend no more worthy repository than the old Bible of our mothers.

The delegates representing the different churches shall, at the 
opening of each Association, present the letters specifying their ap} oint- 
ments, and also showing the number baptized, received by letter, dismmusse l, 
excluded, restored and dead during the year, with the whole number in 
fellowship. 

Ar®. 4. very chureh belonging to this body shall be entitled C2 three 
delegates until they number fifty members, and then one for each fifty 
over that number, 

Ant. 5. Churches of this union failing to represent themselves for 
three suecessive meetings shall be considered as dropped by the Associa- 
tion. 

Arr. 6. New churches may be admitted into this body, signifying 
their Wishes by letter and, delegates, provided these be orthodox and are 
willing to walk in fellowship with us. 

Arr. 7. This Association shall have a Moderator, Clerk .and Treas- 
urer, who shall be chosen at each annual meeting (by private bal‘ot) so 
soon as the letters from the churches are read and members’ names enrollee 

\rt. 8. This body shall have no power to adopt rules that shail 
infringe upon the independence and rights of churches, yet it may: drop 
such churches as may become disorderly either in doctrine or discipline. 

Arr. 9. This body shall have a fund for its expenses, and cherches 
may send up funds /for Domestic and Foreign Missions or for the Bible 
ease. This Association will take charge of such funds and appropriate 
them as designated by, the churches. 

Arr. 10. If any church have a difficulty with another churen, we 
advise them to take steps laid down in the eighteenth chapter of Matthew 
and no difficulty between churches shall be ent rtained by this body unless 
such steps have been taken. 

Arr. 11. When churches of this union have gifts which they deem 
worthy of. ordination, we advise them to eall on sister churches for two or 
more ministers to set apart such gifts to the work of the gospel ministry 
according to the New Testament, and we advise all presbyteries.1n the 
ordination of ministers and deacons and consitution of churches to be 
coverned by the abstract of principles of this Association. 

Arr. 12. This Association shall correspond with sister (ssociations 
of the same faith and order. 

ArT. 13. The Minutes of this body shall be read, corrected and signed 
by the Moderator and Clerk before the session rises. No session shall 
adjourn, unless in extraordinary cases, until it has finished all its business. 

Arr. 14. Tle Association shall have an Executive Board, consisting 
of the Treasuret, Clerk and six other members, who shall be chosen annu- 
ally. 

Art. 15. This Constitution may be altered or amended at any annual 
meeting by majority of two-thirds of the members present. 


ABSTRACT OF FAITH. 


1. We believe in only one living and true God—the Father, Son and 
Holy Ghost—and these three are one. 
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2. We believe the Bible to be the word of God, and it is our only rule 
of faith and practice, 

3. We believe in the total depravity of human nature, and that man 
is dead in trespasses and in sin. 

t. We believe that salvation is the gift of God by grace, through faith 
in the Lord Jesus Christ, and that sinners are justified in the sight of God 
alone by the imputed righteousness of Jesus Christ, which ik unto and 


with them that believe. 

5. We believe in the doetrine of election that God has from the 
beginnig chosen us to salvation through sanctification of the spirit and 
belief of the truth. 

6. We believe that the Holy Spirit accompanies the word of God in 
the salvation of man, in answer to prayer of Christians. 

7. We believe in the final preservation of the saints, and that all who 
truly believe shall be eternally saved 

8. We believe in baptism by immersion alone. and that none but true 
believers are proper subjects of the ordinance, and that none but regularly 
baptized and ordained ministers have a right to administer it, and {:.at it 
is a prerequisite to the Lord’s Supper, and that all who come to the T.ord’s 
table must come according to the Lord’s word. 

%. We believe that a gospel church is a band of true believers in Christ 
who have been regularly baptized upon a profession of their faith in him, 
and that there are but two officers in the church, the elder or pastor and 
the deacon. 

10. We believe it to be the duty of each « hurch to extend and circulate 
the word of God as far as their means will enable them to do so. 

11. We. believe in the resurrection of the bodies of men, and in 4 
future and general judgment, and that the happiness of the righteous and 
the punishment of the wicked shall be eternal 


RULES OF DECORUM 


|. The Association shall be opened by prayer, 

2. The Moderator and Clerk shall hy chosen by the members piesent 
hry private ballot. 

3. The Moderator shall be considered the judge of order, but anv mem- 
ber not satisfied with his decision may appeal, provided the appeal be made 
on the same day, but at no subsequent time. 

1. The Moderator shall be entitled to the same privilege of speaking 
as other members, but shall not vote unless his vote be necessary to decide 
the question. If he rises to speak he shall call some brother io take the 
chair. 

5. All questions brought before the Assox lation shall be intred@uced 
by motion. When a subject has been taken up and a reasonable time 
allowed for diseussion. the Moderator shall call for a vote, and if a call 
for a division be made it-shall be decided by the members rising. 

6. Any member desiring to speak shall rise and address the Moder- 
ators Only one member will be allowed to speak at a time, who shal] not 
he interrupted while speaking unless he depart from the subject or make 
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personal reflections. 

7. No person shall speak more than once upon any subject until all 
who wish to speak shall have had an opportunity, nor more than twice 
upon any subject without permission. 

8. All subjects introduced for discussion shall be disposed of before 
another shall be offered, unless it be laid over by motion, with the consent 
of the mover and the Association. ‘ 

9%. ‘Phe Association shall in all cases be governed by a majority of the 
members present, except in reception of churches; when a unanimous vote 
shall be required. _ But in no case shall one member or church prevent the 
reception of a church without cause shown, which shall be determined by 
a majority. 

10, The names of members shall be called when the Association shall 
direct and absentees marked. Any member wishing to retire shall obtain 
permission of the Moderator. 

11. The appellation of “Brother” shall be used in addressing each 
other, and only Scripture titles in our Minutes. 

12. Any member violating these rules shall be subject to reproval by 
the Moderator, but only on the day the breach shall have been made 

13. Amendments or alterations may be made to these rules when a 
majority may deem it necessary.
